Tur “ Fleet-street Serpent ” has this 
week been spitting forth his venom 
again at the lessee of this house. He 
begins by stating that Mr. Macready, 
having fell out with Mr S. Knowles, 
has thought proper to vent his anger 
against that gentleman, and turn his 
beautiful play of William Tell into 
ridicule. Now, he might as well at 
the same time have told his readers 
that in consequence of Mr. Bunn 
having had acontroversy with Shak- 
speare that he had thought proper to 
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turn Shakspeare’s play of King John 
into contempt; but enough of this, | 
who twill believe a syllable of this | 
contemptons hireling of the press; | 
our business, now, is to give a des- | 
cription of what has been done here | 
this week, and we therefore begin | 
with the pantomime which is enti- | 
tled Willian Tell, or the Ribstone | 
Pippin :— 

Scene I, represents the Demon of | 
Slavery (Yarnold) in the Cavern of | 
Despair, surrounded by attendant | 
Imps, forging the chains of slavery 
for Europe. He reproaches them 
for sluggishness, and urges them 
to complete their task, when the re- 

ort of cannon is heard without. 
The Genius observes that Britannia 
is at her old work again, that of 
giving freedom to the oppressed. 
Suddenly a large ship appears from 
the back of the scene, when a party 
of marines and sailors (boys, thirty- 
two in number) make a descent into 
the cavern among the imps; a fight 
takes place, the result of which is 
the triumph of the Genius of Liber- 
ty over the Demon of Slavery and 
his gang, and the destruction of all 
the chains of slavery. 

Scene II. The Valley and Lake, 
with Tell’s Cottage, and Snow Peaks 
of the Alps in the distance. 

Scene Ii. Chamber in the Castle 
of Gesler. Gesler (Gouriet) dis- 
covered at his toilet. 

Scene IV. Mountain Pass and 
Storm; Gesler is seen on the gla- 
ciers ; he has lost his way, and comes 
sliding down on a large piece of ice; 
he is met by Albert who promises to 
conduct him on his way. 

Scene V. Market-place in Altorf. 
Tell is roused to fury when he dis- 
covers that Melchtal has been de- 

rived of his ears, and, having col- 
ected all the citizens of Altorf they 
determine to overthrow Gesler. The 
troops enter and Tell is made pris- 
oner; he is compelled to shoot the 
apple from his son’s head, A bask- | 
et is produced, in which are several 
apples; some are offered to Tell !

Tell then pro- 
duces an apple of enormous size, and 
offers to shoot at that; the Govern. 
or, Gesler, then informs him any 
fool could do that, and insists that 
he shall shoot at one of his (Gesler’s)

trick-arrow is placed.) ‘Tell then 
shoots at the Rikstone Pippin, when 
the Genius appears from the basket 
of apples. ‘The Harlequinade then 
commences, 

The Pantomime, which includes 


| some very beautiful scenery painted 


by Danson with assistance, 1s truly 
surprising in effect. The tricks are 
new and laughable; a new hair-cut- 
ting machine afforded great amuse- 
ment, which cropped some dandies 
instantaneously and made them Do- 
ver crops, a burlesque on the magis- 
trate who ordered sprigs to undergo 
the same operation, te they could 
get bail, as a warning for their fu- 
ture good behaviour. Singing for 
the Million is a good hit; some hun- 
dred of tea-kettles aspiring to this 
science. The Bell Assembly was 
well managed ; some forty dustmen 
and their wives and children singing 
in all direction, with every bell of 
note, not forgetting Great Tom of 
Lincoln. 

A dance by a three-legged man af- 
forded much laughter, and was ex- 
ceedingly well done, Messrs. C. J. 
Smith as Harlequin, Howell as Pan- 
taloon, and T. Matthews, the best 
Clown upon the stage, exerted them- 
selves to the utmost, Miss Fairbro- 
ther as Columbine was lively and 
graceful; and considering the ma- 
chinery, which is very complicated, 
the pantomime went off with great 
applause. We think a little curtail- 
ment in the opening is desirable,

SACRED HARMONIC SOCIETY, 
EXETER HALL. 


Tux second performance of the Mes- 
siah this season was given to an, as 
usual, crowded audience. On Fri- 
day the 23rd instant, the great at- 
traction after the splendid chor- 
uses was a Miss Towers, a pupil of 
Sir George Smart, who made her de- 
bat here with the utmost éclét. Her 
voice is a pure, rich, soprano, and 
when she has overcome the timidity 
inseparable from a first appearance 
before so great a multitude, will rank 
high amongst our English vocalists. 
Her appearacce, too, is very much 





in her favour. Manvers, Machin, 
Miss Lacombe and Dolby, were the 
other vocalist. If we mistake not, 
Miss Towers sang before Her Majes- 
ty at Buckingham Palace some time 
since. 

When Mendlessohn was at Exeter 
Hall last season he heard Miss Dolby 
for the first time in a solo from his 
own oratorio of Saint Paul; he has, 
since his return to Germany, made 
her overtures of the most flattering 
kind to come over and sing at his 
concerts ; but itis doubtful from her 
engagements already made in Lon- 
don and the provinces whether she 
can accept his offer, at least, at pre- 
sent, 

It will be remembered that Men- 
dlessohn, when applied to for his 
opinion and recommendation of vo- 
calists, iristantly named Clara Novel- 
lo and Mrs. Alfred Shaw. It is 
gratifying to find when so much con- 
tempt is shown to our English artists, 
that a man like MendJessohn, who is 
acknowledged the first judge of mu- 
sic in Europe, shall send to England 
for vocalists, whilst our dilettanti pay 
immense sums for foreign talent, and 
declare that anything English is not 
worth listening to. 

The third performance of the 
Messiah will be given on Wednesday, 
January 4th, at Exeter Hall, It is 
gratifying to find, in spite of the 
sneers aimed at our Bnglish vocal 
and instrumental talent, that there 
is one place in London where we can 
hear the compositions of our old mas- 
ters (for we consider Handel and 
Haydn to belong to us) given as they 
should be. Great praise is due to 
Mr. Turner and the committee for 
the manner and liberality in which 
everything is conducted, and which, 
has rendered the Sacred Harmonic 
Society famous throughout Europe 
for its musical performances.
